Senate I'nteated Vare 
Thirty years before, in 1927, another prominent 
Republican fought the party bosses, this tim« 
in the Senate, and this time in Pennsylvania, 
not California. H« was George Wharton Pepper, 
noted Philadelphia lawyer, who battled against 
William Vare, GOP boss of Philadelphia, for a 
■eat in the U.S. Senate. 
By thi* time the direct primary was in opera­ 
tion 
Vare. .silting in a smok e-filled room, could 
not pick himself for the Senate. But he could 
spend the money to influence or buy hi* seat 
in the Senate. He spent plenty. Some people 
estimated it at around $ 200,000. Vare won. 
But public opinion revolted. They recognized 
this as a flagrant violation of the direct primary. 
The party boss who couldn’t pick himself for 
the Senate. 
And the Senate, refusing to have it* seats 
bought and bartered, voted M to 2$ to bar Vare 
from tak ing his seat. 
•niat was an ^ra when big money tried but 
could not defeat the direct primary. In the same 
era Frank Smith of Illinoi*. who spent 1100.000 
on his primary, and Truman H, Newberry of 
Michigan, both Republicans, were either barred 
or k ick ed out of the Senate for ex cessive ex ­ 
penditures. 
Gov. Goody Knight, arriving in Washington to 
tormaUy annovmce hU 
h o rn to Ox e big-money 
bosses, registered at the same hotel on the same 
night with Gofirge Wharton Pepper, gnarled, 
frail, and 90. He came to Washington to receive 
a tribute from old friends. Bent in body but not 
in spirit, he had been defeated by the bosses, 
but never bowed to them. 
Goody Knight called at the White House that 
day, conferred with Nix on and bowed. He bowed 
out of the rgce for governor of California. 
•On the surface he may have been right. He 
k new that a million dollars had been spent in 
tiie last campaign to elect Knowland to the 
Senate, and that Knowland would have at least 
a million to back him for governor. He k new 
that the public, once indignant over $ 200,000 
spent by Vare in Pennsylvania and $ 100,000 spent 
by Smith in Illinois, now didn’t bat an eye at 
$ 1,000,000 spent in a California primary. 
He 
k new the public had lost its sense of moral 
indignation 
He also k new that Bill Keck of Superior Oil, 
who put up the $ 2.000 to try to bribe Sen. 
Francis Case of South Dak ota never was prose­ 
cuted, though his henchmen were. 
Keck has 
been one of the heaviest contributors in Cali­ 
fornia pnmaiies. So have other oil operator!. 
He k new that Sen. Lyndon Johnson had k ept 
the clean election bill careiully pigeonholed in 
the Senate. 
He might have remembered that Hiram John­ 
son beck ed the bosses and won. He might also 
have remembered how Harry 'Truman in 1948 
buck ed the bank ers and the big-money boys and 
also won. ‘ 
But if he did lie didn’t follow their ex ample. 
Governor Knight bowed out, 
in so doing he may have done the .American 
public a service. He may have awak ened them 
to the fact that the direct primary, as an instru­ 
ment of thwarting the bosses, is now a.s dead as 
a dodo.
